On July 18th the Franeo-American offensive opened against 
the west side of the German salient to the Marne, and on August 8th 
the Franco-British offensive opened against the Amiens salient. 
Since July 18th the tide of battle has been with the Allies as per- 
sistently as it had been with the Germans up to that date, 

Today the battle lines are approximately where they were be- 
fore Mareh 21st. The Flanders salient has been almost completely 
flattened, and Kemmell Hill is again in British hands. South-east 
from Arras the Germans have been pushed beyond their line of 
March 21st. With Bapaume, Peronne, Noyon and Ham in British 
and French hands Laon, Le Fere, St. Quentin and Cambrai become 
the German base as they were up to March 21st. The Marne salient 
which was to be the base of the Grand Attack on Paris has disap- 
peared,, 

Soissons is again in French ov Franeo-American hands, and the 
Aisne is the German line of defense as it was after the first battle of 
the Marne,

either party are negligible.
